Depression is not a dirty word

Have you ever had the 
blues? Been sad and lonely? 
Ups and downs are a normal 
part of life. Most of the time, 
people are able to tap into 
some inner strength or re- 
silience and bounce back so 
they can move on with their 
lives. 

But what if you don’t 
bounce back or feel like you 
can’t? What is the difference 
between the blues and clini- 
cal depression? One key 
word there is “‘clinical.” If 
you don’t know whether you 
are just down or clinically 
depressed, a good place to 
start understanding the dif- 
ference is by having a con- 
versation with your medical 
care provider. They are in 
the best place to ask you 
questions that can help 
them determine if you are 
in fact “clinically de- 
pressed.” 

Michigan State University 
Extension works to provide 
reliable and timely informa- 
tion to the general public. 
One area of interest is 
around mental health and 


wellbeing. According to the 
Mayo Clinic, there are com- 
mon symptoms of depres- 
sion that can vary from 
person to person. However 
the one thing they have in 
common is that these symp- 
toms last longer than two 
weeks and severely interfere 
with the ability to function 
in every day normal activi- 
ties. 

Here are just a few of 
these symptoms: 

- Feelings of sadness, 
emptiness or unhappiness 

- Sleep disturbances, in- 
cluding insomnia or sleep- 
ing too much 

- Tiredness and lack of en- 
ergy, so that even small 
tasks take extra effort 

- Changes in appetite 

- Feelings of worthless- 
ness or guilt 

- Trouble thinking, con- 
centrating, making deci- 
sions and remembering 
things 

- Frequent thoughts of 
death, suicidal thoughts or 
attempts 

According to the National 
Institutes of Mental Health, 
depression is a combination 
of genetics, biology, envi- 
ronment and psychological 


factors. Because of the ad- 
vancement in brain imag- 
ing, we now understand that 
brains of depressed people 
look different than brains of 
people who do not have de- 
pression. This helps to dis- 
pel one common myth of 
depression; that “it is all in 
your head” or “it’s not real.” 
The fact is that depression is 
a disease of the brain, much 
like diabetes is a disease of 
your body and asthma isa 
disease of your lungs. 

Another common myth is 
that if you can’t get over it, 
you are weak. The fact is 
that it is a disease dealing 
with your brain chemistry, 
not your character. You 
wouldn’t expect someone 
with asthma to “just get 
over it” without the use of 
an inhaler. 

Unfortunately, many peo- 
ple do not seek treatment 
because they believe the 
myth that depression will 
just get better on its own, if 
they wait it out. The fact is 
that most people do need 
treatment. With a personal- 
ized treatment plan and sup- 
port, most people are able to 
return to work, and function 
quite well in their daily 


lives. Depression that is not 
treated can last months or 
even years. 

Many people feel like they 
are alone in dealing with de- 
pression. It is more common 
than you might think. Ac- 
cording to the Centers for 
Disease Control, one in 10 
people have depression. Al- 
though we know more about 
the causes and successful 
treatments, many still feel 
stigmatized by having a di- 
agnosis of depression. The 
best thing we can all do is 
start talking about it in the 
open. Know the facts and 
speak up when you hear the 
myths. If you or someone 
you care about is showing 
signs of depression, seek 
help. 

There are many who live 
happy, healthy lives while 
managing their clinical de- 
pression. It might even be 
the person you are sitting 
next to.

closures while Seaway 
stages equipment, so we 
ask that customers use 
extra caution when cross- 
ing." 

Closures on the north- 
bound lanes will be lifted 
on Fridays and on south- 
bound lanes on Sundays 
during peak traffic week- 
ends. Lane closures also 
will be removed as needed 
for other high-traffic vol- 
ume times, such as holi- 
days. 

The project will begin 
with stripping and paint- 
ing on some of the tower's 
interior "cells," and instal- 
lation of an enclosure for 
painting the outside of the 
tower.

paint as it is removed and 
ship it to an appropriate 
landfill facility. The new 
paint, which is zinc-based, 
is expected to last at least 
35 years, with periodic 
maintenance. 

The south tower con- 
tract is for just less than 
$6.5 million, and Seaway is 
required to complete the 
project by Dec. 31, 2020. 
The contract to repaint the 
north tower was just less 
than $6.3 million. 

Sweeney said that until 
the 1970s, the bridge au- 
thority hired contractors 
to spot paint the bridge 
towers as needed. Since the 
late '70s, MBA employees 
have handled that task. 

Construction on the 
Mackinac Bridge began in 
May 1954 and the com- 
pleted structure was 
opened to traffic on Nov. 1, 
1957. The MBA's sole 
source of funding is from 
tolls and fees collected, 
with all revenue used to 
maintain, operate and pro- 
tect the bridge.
